1 1 . (New) A method for the treatment or prophylaxis of a disorder 
mediated by the ALK5 receptor in mammals, wherein the disorder is selected 
from chronic renal disease, acute renal disease, wound healing, arthritis, 
osteoporosis, kidney disease, congestive heart failure, ulcers, ocular disorders, 
corneal wounds, diabetic nephropathy, impaired neurological function, 
Alzheimer's disease, atherosclerosis, peritoneal and sub-dermal adhesion, any 
disease wherein fibrosis is a major component, including, but not limited to 
lung fibrosis, kidney fibrosis, liver fibrosis [for example, hepatitis B virus 
(HBV), hepatitis C virus (HCV)], alcohol induced hepatitis, retroperitoneal 
fibrosis, mesenteric fibrosis, haemochromatosis and primary biliary cirrhosis, 
endometriosis, keloids and restenosis, which method comprises administering 
to a manmial in need of such treatment a compound according to claim 1.
